Newport, R. I., Oct. 29.—The con- 
crete steamer Cape Fear, a United 
States shipping board vessel, was sunk 
in the deebest part of Narragansett 
bay tonight in a collision with the Sa- 
vannah line steamer City of Atlanta.
